Japanese comments on the sales by British 
traders of .coal to’ Russia, or to intermediarics 
acting on. behalf of Russia, are received bore 
with some surprise. They give one side only of 
the picture, aud are likely to mislead those who 
hive not followed daily Jor nearly ten. months 
the contraband trade between this country and 
Russia and Japou. British traders have been 
aivistly impartial; they have sold their wares

Sales of coal io Russia mey be considered 
under threo heads—(1) coal shipped direct to 
‘Vladivostok 3:2) coxl sold.to Germans, and by 
them. used for the Balic Fiest ; and (3) direct 
shipments by British ebipowsars for coaling 
the Baltio Flest, Lhe. bulk of the coal sold to 
Russian agents oc mes under the first head, and 
je'n business not in itself unlawful ; it iac .rried 
on aubject to the rivke of capture and contisca- 
tion.

In support of the first presumption, he pled. 

Dodwell and Co. were au 
English company established in London and 
engaged in commercial relations with Jupar, in 
which country, a8 well as in Ching” aud other 
parts of the world, the firm was represonted by 
brauches ; and, secondly, that the cargo conveyod 
was not destined for the Japanese Governmont, 
‘or for the use of the armed forces of Japan, 
but for the goneral trade requirements of a 
wneutzal fiem, and its commerce with o peacoful 
population. He submited a series of lett rs ex- 
changed _balweon.the_ Portland. Mills Company, 
and Messrs, Dodwell during the poriod 1901- 


1904 showing that long before the present war 
the (wo companies had hon in constant basiness 
relationship, und that, at certain poriods of the ‘ 
yeor, the Portland Mills Company hadforward- 
ed consignments of flour tv Mes-rs, Dodwell at 
Yokohama or Kobe. The flour seized on tho 
Arabia was of the Pagoda broud, which had 
frequently figured in provious shipments of the 
Portland Company to Messrs. - Dodwall. A. 
tulegram had boen reseived from the-Brit'sh 
Vico.-Conanl at Kobe cortifying that Mesars. 
Dodwell carried on a regular trade in flovr at 
that place und that the 5,009 sacks of Pagoda 
flour were the proparty of tho firm, and intended 
for the nao of local bakers. 

Mr, Sheftel contended that the ahove’ facts 
amply proved the neutral and pacific destination 
of thecargo, which was con<equently not liable 
to confiscation. According to the principles of 
modern international law, he proceoded, the 
only restrictions imposed on neutral trade in 
time of war wero for contraband goods, or in 
the case of blockade. Absolute contraband in- 
‘cluded everything directly designed for the usa 
of the armed forces of the enemy, such as.xrms, 
ammnu nition, and military’ accessories of all 
-kinds. ... hee a) 

Articles of daul use—ie., which might be 
equally employed for poacoful or warlike pur- 
poses, such ag machinery, coal, clothing, and 
provisions—were also contraband if directly 
conveyed for the use of the enemy's army and 
feet. 

The Russian regulations regarding contra- 
band published on May 28 declared thet neutral 
cargoes consigned to lhe ‘enemy, or indirectly 
designed for his use, were open to confiscation. 
Inasmuch as the froadom of commerce con- 
stituted the rule in international relations, 
allowing exception only in the case of contra- 
band, the deduction could be mude that wher a 
ship's, papers showel that her cargo way 
consigned to a privaté person or firm, such 
cargo was exempt from confiscation. The 
ownor was naturally required to give satisfactory 
proof of the destination of the cargo, aud the 
conditions under which it was shipped. No 
further guarantee cou'd, however, be demanded 
from him, 

My. Sheftel held that the terni “enemy 
destination ” implied the armed forces of the 
belligerent. Russia was not waging the presané 
war against the peaceful population of Japan, 
‘put against the forces directed by the Japanese 
Goverament. He referred to Article 12 of the 
Russian regulations relating to naval captures 
setting forth that neutral cargoes were open to 
seizura if they represented contraband conveyed 
to the enemy, or an enemy port, and submitted 
that, by ‘no process of deduction could the flour 
shipped by Messrs. Dodwell be ranked under 
this head. 

The Public Prosecutor at Vadivostock had 
cited the naval instructions of September 20, 
1900, as laying down'that the term “ enemy 
destination” indicated the enemy's fleet. an 
enemy port, or even a neutral port. «These 
instructions, Mr. Sheftel argaed, related to 
absolute contraband, aud vould not be reconciled 


with the principle of conditional contraband 

established in. the Russian regulations, of 

February, 1904. Connsel refuted the Public 

Prosecutor's contention that a neutval firm 

conld be-regarded as an enemy on the ground | 

of its owning brauchesin an “enemy count:y.”’, 

Ef this wore admitted, noutral commerce with 
an enemy country would not only be vitally 
hampered, but Article 4 of the Russian regula. 
tions of. Febraury 14, 1904, guaranteeing to 
neutrals the literty‘of legal commerce would. be 
rendered nu!! and void.

Phe_hold._way-not even searched, 
In conclusion he called the Court’s atten- 
tion to the fact that the Vladivostovk Court:

Japanose company, It was these two facts, 
iu the judgmont of thé Viad‘vostock Court, that’ 
deprived the ship of her nattral character.

Tho question whether the Phea had lost her 
nationality was oply answerable i, favour of 
the owners.

He contented himself 
by suying that the fact that the cargo was con- 
signed to a private firm dd not show its neutral 
character, Int at the same time the prosvention, 
after exhuustive oxam'nation of the papers 
in tho case, had uo proot’s to offer against the 
Alleged iegitimacy of to trade. 

The judgment of the Supreme Court justified 
the xeizure of the Arabia, and declared that, 
seeing that no other appeals had been lodged, 
the remainder of the contiscations held good,
